Another bank has been wrecked by j 
au old and trusted employe. The 
amount stolen is $200,000, which is less 
by half a million than the plunderings 
of Cashier Alvord, of New Y’ork. On 
the other hand, the sum taken by tlie 
assistant cashier of the Newport, Ky., 
bank is double the capital stock of the 
concern and about two-fifths of its do j 
posits. He could not well have taken ; 
more than he did. It was said by j 
bankers at the time of the discovery of j 
the Alvord defalcation that it is much j 
easier to embezzle a large sum iu a big | 
bank than a small sum in a small bank. ; 
The Newport bank is a small one, but j 
Assistant Cashier Brown has been able j 
to make away with $200,000 during the j 
last ten years. Brown had been iu the i 
employ of the bank for eight years be- j 
fore he began stealing. His honest ser¬ 
vice during that time entitled him to 
be considered a trustworthy employe, 
but it did not free the bank officers 
from the duty of finding out at the end 
of every twelve or six mouths period 
whether he remained a trustworthy em¬ 
ploye. Trust is as necessary in a hank 
as in every other business. The em¬ 
ployer who has confidence in none of 
his employes, and spends his time in 
adopting precautions against their 
cheating him, leads an uncomfortable 
life, gets poor service, and is sometimes 
cheated iu spite of his precautions. The 
sensible banker or other employer re¬ 
poses trust iu men who have been hon¬ 
est In the past, but lie does not do so 
indefinitely. Every now and then he 
makes a few inquiries to ascertain 
whether it is safe to renew that trust 
for another term.

ltussiau Spies Arc Here. 

The Russian secret jiolice are proba¬ 
bly the most skillful iu tlie world; they 
need to be. In the days of Napoleon 
III. the police of France had that rep¬ 
utation. They haven’t it now—for 
the best of reasons. An emperor needs 
skillful spies in all the world—a repub¬ 
lic doesn’t. Russia lias had its lessons 
iu tlie death of tlie late Czar and iu 
the many attempts made upon the 
present ruler. So the chief of political 
police keeps agents in every great city 
in tlie world. New York, where so 
many Russian nihilists have found ref¬ 
uge; San Francisco and Chicago are es¬ 
pecially favored in this way. Esca[ied 
convicts from Siberia sometimes drift 
to tlie Pacific coast city, while Chicago 
Is watched on general principles. New 
York, however. Is getting to be more 
and more the chief object of the solic¬ 
itous attentions of tlie Czar's people. 

The spies who keep tab on nihilists 
in America always claim to lie nihi¬ 
lists themselves, exiled for their jsolit- 
ical views, or escaped suspects. It is 
their plan to secure admittance to some 
of tlie many nihilist circles here and 
keep tlie police informed of wliat goes 
on. 

So long as the nihilists confine them¬ 
selves to speechmaking nothing is done 
about it. But if one of them should 
start for St. Petersburg with such a 
mission as that whiclt took Bresci from 
Paterson the home authorities W'onld 
be warned and stand ready to receive 
him after certain well-known prece¬ 
dents. As for the spy. Ills is a dan¬ 
gerous life. If suspected lie may be¬ 
come at almost any time the hero of a 
mysterious murder case.

J The following true narrative of tlie 
first Masonic burial in Arizona, as re- 
iated to me by my old friend, Colonel 
^ IV. M. Williams of Cairo, Ills., will 
e joubtless interest your readers. I give 
e it, as nearly as possible, in bis own 
r.-ords: 

y 

In 1 StlO I was in Arizona as super¬ 
intendent of tlie St. Louis Mining coin- 
iany, located on tlie San Pedro river, a 
short distance west of what is now 
known as Tombstone and 40 miles east 
jf Fort Buchanan. 

f On one occasion I made a visit to the 
k Santa Rita mines, located in another 
part of tlie territory. These were majj- 
aged by Cincinnati parties and were 
known as the Heintzleman mines. 
b When I arrived there and introduced 
f myself, as none of us hail ever met be- 
fore, I was greeted with that cordial 
hospitality known only to those who 
have lived on the frontier or in mining 
i camps by Mr. II. C. Grosvenor of Cin¬ 
cinnati, tlie superintendent, with two 
Pthers who occupied positions at tbe 
mines. 

‘ One of those, Mr. J. T. Mason, I 
^ found seriously indisposed; tbe other I 
sent to Fort Bucliauun to bring Dr. J. 
B. D. Irwin, surgeon nt tlie post. I 
then devoted my time to tlie sick man, 
1 who was growing more feeble each 

hour, lie told me if he died lie wanted 

s 

to be buried with Masonic honors. 

[J 

I had “tried” him and found him to 
. be a bright third degree Mason. I 
j promised to do all I could to carry out 
’ liis request. He died before morning, 
and the messenger sent for the doctor 
had not returned, and it was uncertain 
as to when, if ever, lie might return. 

I As in those days there were not over 
05 Americans iu tbe territory outside 
of tlie troops, tlie tnking of life by the 
Indians was daily expected. In this 
i emergency it devolved upon me to ar¬ 
range for tlie burial of our friend. I 
J sent peon messengers to Tubac and 
r other places where Americans were 
’ known to be to come to my aid. 

I During the day I selected a beautiful 
v spot overshadowed by a largo raesquite 
' tree and there had a very deep grave 
dug, as iu that country the coyote is a 
, kind of hyena, that will unearth any 
\ corpse if not laid deep in tlie ground. 
This work was done by peons, while I 
stood guard to keep tlie Indians from 
surprising us. 

By midnight the messengers I had 
sent out commenced returning with 
tlie few who could come with them. I 
i found among those who arrived two 
or three Masons, who. like myself, 
were “rusty” in tlie Masonic burial 
ritual. We opened tlie trunk of the 
deceased, hoping to find something to 
guide us In fulfilling liis last request. 
Tly? only tiling we discovered was an 
Episcopal ritual. Tlie following per¬ 
sons composed the funeral cortege: Dr. 
C. B. Hughes, .1. Howard Wells, Wil¬ 
liam S. Oury, H. C. Grosvenor, Colo¬ 
nel Titus, S. Warner and myself. 

We had determined to bury tlie body 
at night, in the darkness, having nd 
light except a candle in one of tlie old 
time perforated tin lanterns by which 
I could read the service. 

After lowering the body Into the 
grave I commenced to read tlie serv¬ 
ice. I stood close to the bend of tbe 
grave, aud Mr. Howard Wells held the 
lantern behind me. A rustling sound 
was heard. It was supposed to come 
from lurking Indians, and every one 
looked out for himself. The man hold¬ 
ing tlie lantern dropped It into the 
grave, and I fell in after it. 

There I was with tlie corpse in a 
deep grave. I had my pistols and 
Siiarp’s carbine with me, and I real¬ 
ized that if tlie Indians peered into the 
grave l could till it with dead bodies. 1 
listened. Not a sound was heard. My 
companions had. I suppose, secreted 
themselves and no doubt thought I 
had done tlie same. 

After the lapse of about four hours 
day began to dawn, and as I stood 
upon tlie corpse (no coffins were in use 
in Arizona at tlie time of this occur¬ 
rence, tbe dead being simply wrapped 
in tlielr blankets) aud cautiously look¬ 
ed over the brink of tlie grave to take 
iu the surroundings. 

I soon saw my comrades, one by one. 
emerging from behind rocks, where 
they had hastily secreted themselves, 
no one knowing where the others were. 

I called aloud for help nnd was soon 
assisted from tlie prison in which 1 
had been confined for fully four hours, 
and as this is the first Masonic funeral I 
that was ever held in Arizona I think 
it deserves a record. 

After comparing notes we discovered 
that the mesquite tree under which we 
were holding our solemn service was 
the roostiug place of a colony of crows, 
lur intrusion having disturbed them 
i.nd thereby causing us to stampede. 

As the sun rose above the mountain 
tops we returned to tbe grave aud 
completed tlie reading of tlie ritual 
and covered our friend with the clods 
of the valley and left him sleeping 
where he will rest until the resurrec¬ 
tion morn.—Evelyn I?. Baldwin in New 
York Masonic Standard.

There am but two drawbacks to 
hop picking. One is so called hop 
poisoning, which is simply a sort of 
prickly heat or rash sometimes pro¬ 
duced’ by contact of face and arms 
with the nettlelike fuzz on the stalks 
of tlie hop vine. It does not affect all 
pickers. The other Is the dark stain¬ 
ing of tlie hands resulting from the 
resin of the blossom.

READY TO HUNT. 

How Indiana Prepared for the Chuse 
in Olden Days. 

Meat is the main article of diet among 
the Indians, and their having to hunt it 
made them excel other nations in the 
chase, for on their success depended 
their sustenance. Their arrows, which 
were sometimes about three feet in 
length, and generally winged, were sent 
with a fleetness and dexterity that fre¬ 
quently brought down a fleeing buffalo 
while It was more than 000 feet distant 
from the archer. And these arrows 
would not only kill the animal, but 
would often pierce its body, coming out 
at the other side, such was the force 
with which it was sent. 

The Indian method of preserving food 
for winter use was a curious one. When 
the animal was slain the meat was 
thoroughly dried, and then chopped up 
very line. Fruits and berries would be 
added to this, and the whole induced 
to a powder, which was emptied into 
huge vessels of boiling fat. 

This mixture was allowed to boil 
well, and was then poured into a large 
dried skin, where it would harden Into 
the shape of a loaf. The skin was of 
raw hide, shaped like a large, bulging 
envelope, with all the flaps unfastened. 
Some of them were a yard in length, 
half a yard in width and about nine 
Indies in depth, and when they were 
dried they readily kept the shape into 
which they had been put when green. 

When tlie minced meat had been put 
into the case the four flaps were fas¬ 
tened together, but not so that it was 
airtight, and the effect was like a trav¬ 
eling satchel, lteally this was the in¬ 
tention. for the Indians traveled about 
so much that everything they had was 
made to be utilized on their journeys. 

Elaborate decorations of bead work, 
or, earlier, of straw, were put upon 
the outside of these cases, and the ef¬ 
fects to-day are very beautiful, though 
perhaps brilliant. But certainly the 
Indian lias an art all his own, and his 
colorings and designs in iiis handiwork 
are full of character and interest. 

When the Indian became hungry he 
opened one of these cases and cut off a 
slice of the great loaf of meat, and 
fruits and berries, just ns his civilized 
brother might cut a slice of ham, only 
his knife may also have been used for 
chopping wood, or it may have killed 
his enemy. 

The days of the buffalo hunt, how¬ 
ever, are past, so perhaps this mode of 
preserving meat will pass away, too. 
For the Indians now frequently receive 
their supplies at the Government agen¬ 
cies, having paid for them by the sale 
of their lands.

French hatred of Great Britain has 
taken a strange method of manifesting 
itself in Paris, where some of the more 
rabid boulevardiers are cultivating 
beards a la Kruger as a compliment to 
the Boers. 

Early in the coming year competitive 
plans will be invited for the physical 
design of the new capital of the Aus¬ 
tralian federation. The intention is to 
make it one of the most artistic cities in 
the world. 

Extreme frankness characterizes at 
least one business man of Otterville, 
Mo. He closed up his store and left 
this notice stuck on the door: “Gone 
to the street fair at Sedalia. Will be 
back when I get sober.” 

For several years past a store In 
Cornish, .Me., lias been burglarized reg¬ 
ularly in the spring and fall, a com¬ 
plete outfit of clothing, shoes and hat 
being taken on each occasion. The 
semi-annual visitation has recently 
taken place, with the usual result. 

A witty and cynical Frenchman ad¬ 
vertises as follows in a Parisian paper: 
“A young man of agreeable presence 
and desirous of getting married would 
like to make the acquaintance of an 
aged and experienced gentleman who 
could dissuade him from taking the 
fatal step.” 

One evening recently a vast flock of 
chicken hawks, forming a line 100 
yards wide and over a mile long, passed 
over the village of Callaway, Neb. They 
settled in a near-by grove one night and 
a grout many were killed before the 
flock made it escape. Not over half a 
dozen of such birds had even been seen 
In thut neighborhood before at one 
time. 

The Primrose Dames of England re¬ 
sorted to an artful dodge on behalf of 
the Tories at the recent election. They 
flooded many constituencies with circu¬ 
lars that under the four years of Salis¬ 
bury’s administration there had been 
33,83(1 more marriages than under the 
previous four years, under the Liberal 
party. It is believed that the circulars 
had no inconsiderable effect on the 
campaign. 

The British shoe dealer is raising a 
cry of alarm because his market is be¬ 
ing pre-empted by American rivals. 
Board of Trade announcements show a 
heavy falliug off in exports, those to 
South Africa alone beiug 25,000 dozen 
pairs less than they were last year. In 
addition to this exports are rapidly ris¬ 
ing $2,000,000 last year, against $1,- 
500,000 the year before—all high-priced 
French and American shoes, chiefly the 
latter. 

Professor llossitor, of Victoria, B. C., 
points out tile geological aualogies of 
tlie Yukon gold hills and the auriferous 
sierras of California and Oregon. Hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of miles of similar 
formations, lie says, extend from the 
Frazer River northward, and unless the 
laws of probability entirely fail that re¬ 
gion will be dotted with bonanza camps 
before the middle of this century, and 
perhaps before the end of the present 
decade. 

Judge Hobiusou, of Kalelgh, N. C., 
apparently thinks that clergymen have 
in their own hands the power to keep 
order during divine service. There have 
been some hints of unseemly doiugs in 
one of the churches there, and his Hon¬ 
or in charging the Grand Jury said: 
“Be careful how you indict men for dis¬ 
turbing religious worship. If the 
preacher is the sort of fellow he ought 
to be people will be paying too close at¬ 
tention to him to disturb anybody.” 

Timothy McGrath, of Branchport, N. 
Y., was accidentally shot the other day 
by his dog. McGrath, who had been 
hunting, had stopped to put a rabbit 
into ills game bag. He rested his shot¬ 
gun against his leg with the muzzle 
under his left arm. The dog frisked 
about his master, striking the hammer 
of the gun. The weapon was dis¬ 
charged, tearing a large hole in Mc¬ 
Grath’s arm, between tlie shoulder nnd 
elbow. lie died while under an opera- 
tion for amputation. 

The German press is up in arms 
against the new Italian Minister of 
Public Instruction, Signor Galio, who 
dared to abolish at the intermediate 
schools the instruction in the German 
language which his predecessor Bac- 
celli had introduced. The German pa¬ 
pers think that Italy's commercial re¬ 
lations with Germany, Austria and 
Switzerland, which are becoming closer 
from year to year, make it highly nec¬ 
essary that the instruction of German 
should bo continued. 

As a rule prisons are not regarded 
as particularly well adapted for habi¬ 
tation by persons of feeble mind, but 
Judge Newnham, of Grand Rapids, ap¬ 
pears to think the Marquette jail is just 
such a place. Hans Boeder was brought 
before him charged with stealing bicy¬ 
cles. The prisoner, who seemed to be 
a harmless simpleton, was convicted, 
and Judge Newnham sentenced him to 
three years in Marquette prison, saying 
the treatment he would get there would 
probably do him good. 

A return which has been published 
gives the general statistics of Method¬ 
ism all over the world, including Wes¬ 
leyan Methodists, Primitive Meth¬ 
odists, the Methodist New Connection, 
Bible Christian Methodists, the United 


Methodist Free Churches, the Wesley¬ 
an Reform Union, the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal and many other bodies. The 
grand totals are as follows: Ministers, 
44,509; lay preachers, 133,434; church 
members, 7,382,140; Sunday Schools, 
79,192; officers and teachers, 790,850; 
Sunday School scholars, 0,271,748; 
churches, 80,031. 

Decision in a curious case has been 
rendered by the Appellate Court at In¬ 
dianapolis. Some time ago Charles 
Welch, of Farmersburg, was standing 
at the depot there, when an engine 
struck a man at a street crossing, kill¬ 
ing him instantly. The man’s body 
was thrown violently against Welch, 
who was seriously injured thereby. He 
sued the railroad company and ob¬ 
tained a verdict for $500 damages. An 
appeal was taken to the Appellate 
Court, which reverses judgment, hold¬ 
ing that the company had no more rea¬ 
son to apprehend such an accident than 
Welch had. The mishap was so un¬ 
usual as to be only remotely possible 
and was not the probable consequence 
of the engineer’s negligence. 

AIDS HIS CLERKS TO SAVE. 

Western Merchant’s Way of Helping 

His Employes to Lay Up Money. 

“I always have confidence in people 
who save a little money out of their 
salaries,” said a prominent Western 
merchant, “and I do what I can to en¬ 
courage habits of thrift. I employ 
about seventy-five clerks In my estab¬ 
lishment, to whom I pay weekly sala¬ 
ries ranging-from $10 to $40. Natur¬ 
ally enough, more of them get the for¬ 
mer than the latter amount, but they 
nre none the less worthy on that ac¬ 
count. 

“In the beginning, when I employed 
only two people, I lived pretty close 
to them, and I knew how thriftless 
they could be when they were not en¬ 
couraged to do otherwise. I have dis¬ 
charged more clerks for that sort of 
thing than for any other cause. They 
spent their salaries, large or small, as 
might be, in a reckless fashion, and let 
debt accumulate quite regardless of 
the rights of creditors. As my busi¬ 
ness increased, and with it my profits 
and my force of people, I began to give 
the matter more study, and in the end, 
when I felt able to be of material as¬ 
sistance in encouraging thrift and hon¬ 
esty, I proposed a yearly recognition 
to those who would save something 
out of their salaries. It was small at 
first, but was so successful that to-dny 
I haven't a clerk who has not some 
kind of a bank account, and not one 
who wilfully refuses to pay his debts. 
When we get a new one who refuses 
to take advantage of the opportunities 
afforded we let him go at the end of 
the first year. I 

“My present plan Is to double the 
savings of all clerks who receive $10, 
$12, and $15 a week; to ndd 25 per 
cent to all who receive from $15 to $25, 
nnd 10 for those over $25. A clerk on 
$15 a week or under cannot save much, 
but, as a rule, that class of clerks have 
no one to maintain themselves, and If 
one cannot save more than $25 out of 
his year’s labor, it is rather pleasant 
for him to get $25 clear profit. Those 
who receive the larger amounts usu¬ 
ally have families and their savings 
are not large, but whatever they are 
they nre comfortably increased. One 
of my $1,200 a year clerks, with a wife 
and two small children, saved $400 last 
year, nnd my check for $100 additional 
was deposited to his account the day 
after New Year. A young woman in 
charge of a department at $900 a year 
has almost paid for a nice little cot¬ 
tage in the suburbs out of her extra, 
and so the list runs on through every 
branch of the business. I make it a 
condition that all current obligations 
must be met at the end of the year, so 
that the savings are actual net profit. 
Every year some of the clerks are not 
entitled to any extra, but If this is the 
result of sickness 1 assume a part or 
all of the doctor's bills. You may say 
it costs something for me to do this, 
and I am under no obligation to do it, 
and yon are right. But 1 have the best 
class of clerks in the city, and as a re¬ 
sult I have tlie best class of custom in 
the city, and 1 guess 1 don’t lose enough 
by it to necessitate an assignment at 
an early date,” and tlie merchant 
smiled with a very evident satisfac¬ 
tion.

The lessous in oratory were 
suspended and every one in the house 
collected to find out what the trouble 
was. Tait, with unmoved countenance, 
said to the landlord: “As there seems 
to be no restraint on the nature of 
studies pursued in these lodgings, I 
have begun a series of experiments in 
high explosives, from which I expect 
to draw much advantage.” The elo¬ 
cution ceased.

ABOUT EXERCISE. 

CT» READER asks if systematic 
physical exercise is desirable 
when one’s home duties keep 
her in a constant state of weariness. 
The young woman of 70 remarks that 
no woman should permit such a state 
of affairs. It is easy to understand that 
in the too frequent cases where there 
is a small income and a large family 
the housewife must work with little or 
no outside assistance. Even then, how¬ 
ever, she owes something to herself, 
and should remember also tbat her fam¬ 
ily will suffer through her unwise and 
exaggerated devotion to duty. Even in 
the smallest and most frugal house¬ 
hold a careful systematizing of work 
should make it possible for the mother 
to rest an hour in the morning and an¬ 
other in the afternoon. Better a slight 
accumulation of dust than “constant 
fatigue.” Better plain food than over¬ 
worked nerves. Better simple dress for 
self and little ones than strained eyes 
and resulting headaches. 

Systematic exercise taken in the 
morning before dressing puts one’s 
muscles in good working order and les¬ 
sens the tendency to fatigue. When 
the morning exercise is not possible one 
should try to take it before noon. The 
best possible way is to undress delib¬ 
erately nnd done a loose gown, then 
take a long, deep breath and exhale 
slowly, standing erect, with chest 
thrown out and chin drawn in. Repeat 
this six or eight times. 

While breathing naturally, start with 
the arms extended to the front, force 
them backward and downward in the 
endeavor to touch the back of the fin¬ 
gertips to the waistline at the back. 
Of course this cannot be done at first, 
or in a week, but a repetition of the 
exercise ten or fifteen times a day for 
perhaps a month will enable one usual¬ 
ly to accomplish the feat.

Jlio Chinese have a curiously eheor- 
i fu] way of disposing of their lepers. 
The relatives or the afflicted person 
propose to him that they bury hint 
alive, and. such Is the fatalism of the 
Chinese, that the victim readily con¬ 
sents. An extra elaborate meal is 
served to him In the way of a farewell 
banquet, and then the funeral proces¬ 
sion forms. The man who Is about to 
bo immured under the sod follows his 
own coffin, and when he reaches the 
grave he takes a dose of laudanum, 
hups into the box and settles down for 
eternity.
